In the operations of con- 
tainTnent over 1,500 men 
were used with 100 tankers; 
19 bulldozers; 8 helicopters 
and 6 air tankers. It was re¬ 
ported by the U.S. Forest 
Service that a loss of 20,000 
acres or a 35 mile perimeter 
was experienced. 

'The cause of the fire was 
not definitely established, 
but has been reported that 
it started from some hot 
electrical wires in the vicin¬ 
ity of Azusa.

Far too often these days the argument is made •— 
and seems to stick — that the schools don’t have the 
right to tell their students how to behave or dress. We 
can’t interfere with individual rights we are told. 

A new code of behavior and decorum has been put 
into effect for the coming fall semester by the Piedmont 
Board of Education in Alameda County which seems to 
belie that contention. 

’The Piedmont edict says in part: 

“Every student shall be neatly and cleanly groomed, 
and shall not wear bizzare or distracting dress to school. 
Parents share the responsibility for students’ dress . . . 
and the school can’t look like a zoo.” 

“No smoking or display of tobacco wiU be allowed on 
school property and the use of liquor, any hallucinogenic 
drug or marijuana invites suspension.” 

The district trustees also made it clear that discipline 
will be invoked if the rules are broken. 

Rights notwithstanding, it appears that in Piedmont 
at least student discipline is considered a vital part of 
the educational process.

CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 

ENACTING AN INTERIM 

ZONING ORDINANCE 

THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I. Pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 65858 of the 
Government Code of the State of 
California, the property herein¬ 
after described is hereby tem¬ 
porarily reclassified as C-1 prop¬ 
erty. and any and all uses in¬ 
consistent with the C-1 zoning 
regulation of the City are hereby 
prohibited: 

Westerly 10 feet of Lot 23 of 
Block B of A. Hawk’s Addi¬ 
tion to Sierra Madre Map Re¬ 
cord 14-1 

SECTION n. This ordinance 
.shall remain In effect for a per¬ 
iod of ninety (90) days from the 
date hereof and all provisions 
of the Sierra Madre City Code 
inconsistent therewith are hereby 
suspended for the term of this 
ordinance. 

SECTION m. That this Ordi¬ 
nance is hereby declared to be 
an urgency Ordinance and shall 
take effect immediately. A state¬ 
ment of facts constituting the 
basis of auch urgency is as above 
set forth. This Ordinance shall 
remain in effect for a period of 
nineyt (90) days from and after 
the adoption hereof.

Well, from watching all 
the boys they were sure on 
a “Hot Spot” over the week¬ 
end of August 24-25. Cap¬ 
tain Bobby Clark had com¬ 
mitted one engine and four 
men, and 14 wanted to go 
. . . All Bobby would say is 
“Wlien the Plectron soiunds 
you all come to the station 
and orders will be issued 
from there ... I just won¬ 
der who would have gone? 

— SMVFD — 

Of course, all jok i n g 
aside this is serious busi¬ 
ness, you think about, and 
plan on' the protection of 
your own community and 
still make yourself avail¬ 
able to others, as you cer¬ 
tainly want their help, if 
and when. 

— SMVFD — 

Then too, your local boys 
have the job of helping the 
Forest Service in blocking 
off the Chantry Flats Road, 
and this is generally done 
in shifts of three and four 
for three or four hours. 
Since we are volunteers, the 
shifts are made up of those 
that are willing to serve . . 

. . yoiu can sure tell it is 
not one of those $5 calls by 
the faces that you see on 
the service line. 

— SMVFD — 

It’s ino easy job standing 
there for three to four hours 
telling and explaining to 
people they cannot frequent 
their old .haunts. Of course 
this is all over now and we 
can look forward to bigger 
fields to conquer. 

— SMVFD — 

Before I leave this area 
though I do think of a 
couple of items that should 
be reported. One is that 
Chief Charles Brown cut his 
vacation .short to return to 
the action'. And Mayor 
Ralph Rule, who is really 
the head of Civil Defense, 
spent his vacation traveling 
between Laguna Beach and 
the Sierra Madre Firemen’s 
watch line. Two good, de¬ 
voted men, wish we had a 
car load of ’em. 

— SMVFD — 

I hear via the grapevine 
that we upset the Arcadia 
Fire Department the other 
day. Course, everyday we 
upset our own boys, as well 
as Monrovia. Anyway this 
is the way it went and how 
it happened. 

— SMVFD — 

The Arcadia boys who 
we ermonitorin^ our calls 
the other day happened to 
be on the air at 6:21 when 
Sierra Madre received its 
call. At 6:21 and 10 seconds 
Engine 424 went on the air 
10 - 8 , which means it is roll¬ 
ing . . . Now how in the 
world coiuld a volunteer out 
fit get their engine rolling 
toward the fire in 10 sec¬ 
onds, and that is what per¬ 
plexes Arcadia. 

— SMVFD — 

This is also perplexing to 
some of the Volunteers, in 
fact I hear it from a fairly 
good source that for quite 
some time the Acting En¬ 
gineer on that Engine was 
also perplexed . . . but 
here’s the story as it was 
relayed to me . . . 

— SMVFD — 

Fireman Evans and the il¬ 
lustrious Fire Insp e c t o r 
Burleson were in the fire 
office tracking the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley fire when the 
call came In'. Realizing what 
it was Evans dashed for the 
station, leaving Burleson to 
secure the address. When 
Burleson arrived Evans be¬ 
came the Acting Engineer, 
had the door lup, the motor 
of 424 purring and on' the 
apron, just as the Plectron 
■gave off its first beep. 

— SMVFD — 

Burleson had' one heck of 
a time moving Evans cn to 
the fire, he kept looking 
toward the local restaurant 
where he knew were three 
Volunteers, but Burleson' 
put on the siren and Evans 
had to pull out wondering 
all the way, where in the 
HELL were those men w.ho 


he knew were in the res¬ 
taurant. 

— SMVFD — 

Evans worried about this 
all the way to the fire, dur¬ 
ing the fire, and after the 
fire ,and finally Burleson 
told him that it was impos¬ 
sible for them to make it . . 

. They had no Plectron, 
and the hom had not blown 
... So you see faces are 
made red other than sun- 
burning. 

— SMVFD — 

Well, before I end this 
■nonsense I 'promised you to 
tell you how Doug Tucker 
film flams the General 
Ftund of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment . . . You see If you 
miss a fire call you are as¬ 
sessed $1, which goes to the 
General Fund of the Depart¬ 
ment to help keep Joseph 
Grippi happy. 

— SMVFD — 

Tucker has been missing 
so many fires lately that 
now he has hired or invig- 
gled Joe Barboza, and I un¬ 
derstand he gives Joe fifty 
cents, to watch the front 
door of the Sierra Madre 
News and if he sees George 
Maurer or Bob Evans nun- 
ning like mad with the fire 
jacket in their hand, he is 
instructed to call Doug in 
Pasadena. Doug then lei¬ 
surely goes to his car and 
generally gets to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre just minutes before the 
enginee is returning to the 
station ... He is sure that 
all hose and equipment has 
been picked up before he 
shows. 

— SMVFD — 

And they tell me that this 
is legal as the rules say 
that a man must show up 
before the equipment is 
secured', and ever y o n e 
konws that 50 cents is 50 
cents these days. 

— SMVFD — 

Gee, I am still here, 
thought for a while I had 
reached the end . . . Seems 
there is a little piece of yel¬ 
low paper with figures on 
it that comes my way, an'd 
this signifies my continu¬ 
ance . . . Joseph Grippi 
made it out and signed it 
July 8, Editor Evans gave it 
to me August 27 saying he 
had just had it handed to 
him by Secretary Burleson 
. . . Anyway I was a little 
shakey for the past 51 days. 

— SMVFD —

Bulid Your City By Shop¬ 
ping with local merchants. 


In accordance with our 
policy of providing useful 
information to the citizens 
of Sierra Madre, we are 
again publishing a list of 
the Field Deputy locations 
where persons may register 
for voting in ensuing elec¬ 
tions. Most of these places 
are private residences, and 
the persons desiring to reg¬ 
ister will, in most cases, be 
able to do so during reason¬ 
able hours throughout the 
week, and on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 

The closing date for regis¬ 
tration of voters is always 
the fifty-fourth day prior to 
the day of any particular 
election. Registration closes 
for the November 5th Gen¬ 
eral Election on Thursday, 
September 12. 

There are six classes of 
persons who should register 
or re-register for the elec¬ 
tion; they are: 

1. Those who have 
changed their residence ad¬ 
dress in any way since they 
last registered, and have not 
re-registered from their pre¬ 
sent residence address. 

2. Those who have 
changed their name since 
they last registered. 

3. Those who desire to 
change their political affili¬ 
ation. 

4. Those voters whose reg¬ 
istrations were cancelled be¬ 
cause they did not vote at 
the General Election in 1966 
and who have not re-reg- 
istered since said cancella¬ 
tion. CHowever, those voters 
who still reside at the same 
address and who sent in the 
return postcard mailed to 
them by the Registrar of 
Voters after the 1966 Gen¬ 
eral Election cancellation, 
need n'ot re-register. 

5. Those w.ho have become 
of age, and have not reg¬ 
istered. 

6 . New residents of Los 
Angeles County, who will 
have the required qualifica¬ 
tions by the date of the 
election. These qualifica¬ 
tions are: 

a. One year residence in 
the State. 

b. Ninety days residence 
in the County. 

c. 'Twenty-one years of 
age. 

d. A naturalized citizen 
must have been a citizen for 
at least ninety days prior to 
the date of the EHection, 
(August 7, 1968 Is ninety 
days before the General 
Election). 

e. All voters must be able 
to read the English langu¬ 
age and sign their names, 
and rniust not be disquali¬ 
fied to vote by reason of a 
felony conviction.
